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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-2 are pending in this Office Action. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
The applications mentioned in "Related Files" do not contain serial numbers. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 100, 106, 110. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,226,788 B1 issued to Schoening et al. ("Schoening") 

With respect to claim 1 , Schoening teaches a computerized method for 
managing network router metadata (abstract; Fig. 1; col. 2, lines 10-18; col. 3, lines 25- 
33), the method comprising: 

Creating a metadata file, said metadata file defining objects in a router (Fig. 3c, 
3d, 3f; col. 4, lines 21-25; col. 26, lines 60-67; col. 30, lines 13-38). The claimed 
metadata is equated with the hierarchical structure that reflects the relationship or family 
relationship of the devices, including object classes, as taught by Schoening. The 
metadata file is equated with the device-specific executable program components 
taught by Schoening. 

Reading the metadata file (Fig. 3c, 3d, 6c, 7e; col. 27, lines 1-4; col. 30, lines 33- 

35). 

Converting the metadata file into an object model having at least one object (Fig. 
3f; col. 4, lines 25-27; col, 7, lines 21-26; col. 27, lines 5-10). The claimed converting is 
equated with mapping at least one of the executable program components (metadata 
files) specific to a device type to an overriding executable program component as taught 
by Schoening. 
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Loading the objects onto the router (Fig. 7c; col. 1 , lines 38-45; col. 4, lines 27- 
29; col. 8, lines 31-38; col. 30, lines 13-38). The claimed loading is equated with the 
overriding of the executable program components (metadata files) and the substituting 
of overriding classes as taught by Schoening. 

With respect to claim 2, Schoening teaches the computerized method of claim 1 , 
wherein loading the objects onto the router loads the objects into an SNMP MIB (col. 1 , 
lines 38-45; col. 8, lines 22-28; col. 9, lines 30-39).
